!t was a deplorable thing that he I 
should have made that mistake, but | 
when he, was sentenced to the pcn- 
tentiary for 20 years, so severe a 
ientence created, of course, a revul- 
,ion of feeling, a sense of injustice. 
I. referred the other evening to | 


Alexander Hamilton's predicament 
as to what would happen if the 
al:cn and sedition net passed, and 


referred to the fact that I had 


noted that language at the time 
lie espionage law was before the 
enato and predicted that _the re- 


sult would be the same as that fol- 
lowing the old alien and sedition 
law and, of' course, the result has 
been the same. 
After all, these 


questions ate not matters of guess- 
work. There are certain fundamen- 
tal, psychological and. social laws 
^which are inevitable in their oper- 
ation as are the physical laws. There 
really is no excuse for making such 
rjrnve , legislative blunders if we 
carefully observe the social and psy- 
chological laws. 
One of the' anc- 


ient historic writers has said that 
"History ia 'philosophy teaching, by 
example," and if wa. wart to under- 
stand the true philosophy of any 
proposed legislation, if we will take 
the trouble to turn back to history, 
we can generally find an example 
which will meet the case. 


In this connection I de'sTre to 


read into the Record—and then I 
shall pass from the subject, because 
I realize that it it a debatable one 
and that" many dliaffree with . me 
entirely in my conelniions—certain 
languag-o from Cooley'i- Constitu- 
tional Limitations, where he dis 
cusses libels upon the Government. 
He refers to the history of the-se- 
dition law, and says: 


The sedition law was passed 


during the administration of 
the elder Adsms, when the fab- 
ric of government was still new 
and untried, 
and when many 


men seemed to think that "the 
breath of heated party discus- 
sions might tumble it about 
their heads. 
There was some excuse, Mr. Pres- 


ident, in those days for such a mis- 
take. 
The fathers themselves did 


not realize the wonderful strength 
of the fabric of government which 
they, I believe m an hour of in- 


the prosecutions under it were 
instrumental 
among 
other 


things, in the final overthrow 
and destruction of the party by 
which it was adopted, and itxis 
impossible to conceive, at the 
present time, of any such state 
of things as would, be likely to 
bring about its reenactment or 
the passage of any similar re- 


. pressive statute. 


.When it is among- the funda- 


mental principles of the Gov- 
ernment that the people frame 
thoir own constitution, and that 
in doing so they 
reserve to, 


themselves tho power to amend 
it from time to time, as the 
public -sentiment may change, 
it is difficult to conceive of any 
sound principle xm which prose- 
cutions for libels on the system 
of government can be based, 
except when they are made in 
furtherance of conspiracy with 
the evident intent and purpose 
to -excite rebellion and civil 
war. 
It is very easy to lay 


down a rule for the discussion 
of constitutional questions"; that 
they are privileged, if conduc- 
ted with calmness and temper- 
ance, and that they are not in- 
dictable unless they go beyond 
the bonds of fair discussion. 
But what is calmness and temp- . 
erance, and what is fair discus- 
sion of supposed evils in. the 
Government?- 
And if some- 


thing- is to be allowed "for a 
little feeling in men's minds," 
how great shall he the allow- 
ance? 
The heat of-the discus- 


sion will generally be in pro- ' 
portion to the magnitude of the 
evil as it appears to the party 
discussing- it; must the ques- 
tion whether he has .exceeded 
due bounds or not be tried by 
judge and jury, who may sit 
under 
different 
circumstances 


from those under which he has 
spoken, or nt least 
after the 


heat of the occasion has passed 
away, and who, feeling none of 
the excitement themselves, may 
think it unreasonable that any- 
or.s else should ever have felt, 
it? 
The dangerous character 


of such prosecutions would be 
the more glaring if aimed at 
those classes who, not being ad- 
mitted to a share in the govern- 
ment, attacked th'e constitution 
in the point which excluded 
them. Sharp criticism, ridicule, 
and the exhibition of such feel- 
ing as a sense of injustice en- 
genders, are to be expected, 
from any discussion in these 
cases; but when the very class- 
es, who have established the ex- 
clusion as proper and reason- 
able are to try as judges and 
jurors the assaults made upon 
it, 'they will -be very likely to 
enter 
upon the 
examination 


with a preconceived notion that 
such assaults upon their reas- 
onable regulations must neces- 
sarily be unreasonable. If any 
such 
principle of 
repression, 


should ever be recognized in 
the common law in America, 
it might reasonably bo antici- 
pated that in times of high 
party excitement it would lead 
to prosecutions by the party in 
power, to bolster up wrongs and 
sustain abuses and oppressions 
by crushing adverse criticism 
and / discussion. The evil, in- 
'd«ed, could not bo of long con- 
tinuance; for, judging from ex- 
perience, the reaction would be 
speedy, thorough and effectual; 
and it would be no less a serr 
ioas evil while it lasted, the di- 
rect tendency of which would 
be to excite discontent and to 
breed a..,rcbellious spirit. 
Re- 


1 pression of full and free discus- 
'sion is, dangerous in any gov- 
ernment resting upon the will 
of the people. The people can- 
not fail to believe that they are 
deprived of rights, ir.id will be 
cert.iin to become discontented, 
when their discussion on public 
measures is sought to be cir- 
cumscribed by the judgment of 
others upon their temperance 
and fairness. 
They must be 


left at liberty to speak with the 
freedom which the magnitude 
of the supposed wrongs appears 
in their minds to demand; and 
if they exceed all the proper 
bounds of moderation, the con- 
solation must be, that the evil . 
likely to spring from the vio- 
lent discussion will probably be 
less, and its correction by pub- 
lic sentiment more speedy, than 
if the terrors of the law were 
brought to bear to prevent the 
discussion.
